of a struggle along a single line of 
ratlway.

7,250 MILES NON-STOP 


| Kisarazu (Near Kobe), 
May 16. 

Breaking the world's long 
distance flying record by cover- 
ing 7,260 miles in 62 hours 23 
minutes, the Japanese monoplane 
“Wings of the Century” landed 
at the acrodrome here at 7.21 
p.m. yesterday. 

The big monopline has completed 
29 laps of 250 miles cach on a 


4.55 p.m. on Friday. 

Its feat is stated to huve broken 
the world’s endurance record set by 
the Prench air ace, Maurice Rossi, 
who, with M, Codos, few from New 
York to Raynak, Syria (5,657 miles) 
in August, 1933, 

The | Japanese machine covered 
6,750 miles at an average crulsing 
specd of 112.5 miles an hour, com- 
pared with the Frenchmen's average 
of 93.65 m.p.h.—Reuter.

66RATO appetite for breakfast” fs a 
common complaint of our 

hurrying age, and it is apt to be 

worse at this time of the year. 


Yet for active people, breakfast is 
a meat that should not be neglected. 
It need not be large, but a certain 
amount of nourishing food should be 
included, This is particularly jm- 
portant where growing boys and girls 
nre concerned, 


Many of them are not fond of fried 
bacon by itself, but will cat it with 
nttractive mccompaniments. _ Slices 
of apple or banana rolled in flour 
and sugar (or salt if preferred) can 
be fried In the fat and make a plea- 
sant change from fried brend, 
tomatoes, and potatocs. _ Peas left 
over from dinner the day before are 
also very good fricd in bacon fat. 


Bacon and prune rolls are a real 
novelty. Sosk the prunes, cools 
them not too well in unsweetened 
water, remove the stones and roll 
each one up in a very thin rashcr 
of strenky bacon. Keep this in place 
with a cocktail stick or a tiny 
skewer; bake or grill the rolls, and 
serve them on toast. Some people 
like them better still if an almond 
js put-‘In cach prunc in place of the 
stone, 


Fish Dishes 


Fish makes a change from bacon, 
and hnddock and cgg melange 1s 
different from most fish dishes served 
for brealfast. Bake a medium-sized 
smoked haddock in a baking-tin with 
half a pint of mille and pat of 
butter. It will take about twenty 
minutes in a modernte oven. Flake 
it, after removing the skin and bone, 
and put it into a sauccpan with the 
mille In which !t was cooked. Add 
two well-beaten cgss and stir the 
mixture over low heat until it 
thickens. Serve on slices of hot but- 
tered toast.

and grated cheese. Have the fish cut 
into small steaks, arrange the pieces 
in a buttered pie-dish and sprinkle 
them with salt, pepper, and lemon 
juice.

SPEZIA, Italy—A new deep sen 
diving reeord of 820 feet is claimed 
by an Italian navy oMfcer here, The 
officer, Lieut. Nosurl, is satd to have 
made the descent in the Bay of 
Spezia inn new type of diving suit 
perfected by an Itulfan inventor, 


“This may be {ustrated by citing 
figures for Jnpan,” E. W. Pehrson, 
nossistant chief of the metals economic 
division, U.S. Bureau of Mines, told 
the United Press. “In 1037 Japun 
roughly 5,500,000 tons of 
steel. In tha manufacture of this 
tonnage, over 2,000,000 tons of scrap 
were used, of which the United 
States supptied 1,900,000 tons, Thus 
one third of the raw material used 
In Japan's stecl industry in 1937 was 
derived from United States serap, It 
can rendily be seen thot sudden 
stoppage of this flow would adversely 
affect Japan’s abillty to producc 
steel.” 


But if the United States were 
suddenly to stop exporting scrap 
fron, Mr. Pehrsen pointed out, the 
nations so affected would be forced 
to find other sources for the raw 
materiala necessary Jn steel produc- 
tion. “It seems to me," he said, 
“that an embargo on scrap exports 
at this tlme would foree foreign 
countries to scek thelr supply of raw 
materials elsewhere, thus terminating 
a valunble strategie position now 
occupied by the United States, Re- 
cognizing their vulnerable position, 
these nations are attempting to Im- 
prove thelr conditton and ure suc- 
ceeding to a surprising extent,” 


As an example of this effort, Mr. 
Pehrson pointed out that Japan is 
alrendy ‘mporting increasing amounts 
of iron ore from nearby Asiatle 
areas, ‘Japan Is the logical economic 
market for these ores,” he said, “and 
considerable tonnages already have 
been shipped and negotiations arc 
under way toé Increase this trade 
yreatly.”” 


According to Mr, Pehrson, un- 
developed iron ore reserves in the 
Philippines ore sufficient to supply 
Japan's steel requirements for gen- 
erations to come. 


Independently of Mr. Pehrson's 
analysis, official figures compiled by 
the United States Bureau of Foreign 
‘and Domestic Commerce show that 
an all-time annual record for scrap 
exports from the United States was 
established in 1937, when 4,095,804 
tons were shipped valued ot $79,576,- 
542, In 1936, 1,038,132 tons were 
exported at a value of $24,681,034.

Mr. Pehrson also discussed tho 
scrap situation with respect to metals 
other than fron and steel. United 
States Bureau of Mines statlstics, he 
sald, show that from 1907 to 1936, 
inclusive, approximately 9,000,000 
tons of copper, 5,000,000 tons of 
lend, 3,500,000 tons of zine, 635,000 
tons of tin, and 682,000 tons of 
aluminium have been rechiimed from 
various cycles of use. Not all of this 
metal, of course, has passed through 
the waste metnl trade, but a large 
part of the total can be ascribed t 
such efforts, : 


“These tonnages have added many 
years of life to our primary source 
of supply,” he sald, “and for this 
reuson there can be no doubt that 
they represent a mojor contribution 
to conservation. It should be men- 
tloned in passing that the industry 
which has matic this possible has 
grown to billlon dollar proportions 
asa result of natural economic Jaws.” 


The result so far in the United 
States of the increase in exports of 
scrap lron and steel, Mr, Pehrson 
said, has been an increase in emplay-~ 
ment. “Higher prices have stimul- 
ated the collection of waste materials; 
1s a result, record: tonnages have 
been accumulated, sorted and tran- 
sported from all parts of the country. 
While statistics are not avaiinble, 
there can be no doubt that the recent 
beom in the trade has given employ- 
ment to hundreds iE not thousands 
of workers." om :

should stand, Mr, Justice Langton, 
in the Divorce Court, London, sald: 
—"No one nowudays contends that 
the fact that a woman necused of 
adultery is found to be uvirgo intacta 
Is inconsistent with partial inter- 
course sufficient to sustain the charge 
of adultery.” 


The petitioner had abtained the 
decree on the allegation that her 
husband, Major John Henry Thomp- 
son, had committed adultery with 
Miss Margaret Murlel Causton, the 
sult being undefended. 


Ordering 


The case for the King's Proctor, 
who had intervened, wos that Major 
Thompson and Miss Causten had -not 
committed adultery. 


“This case has proved a dimeult, 
anxious, and most distasteful in- 
quiry,” said Mr. Justice Langton, 
giving Judgment, 


“The inquiries mude by the King's 
Froctor have presented me with more 
than one awkward problem for 
solution, but it is due to the petitioner 
to say that none of the difficultics 
that have arisen are in any way duc 
to any foult on her part, or to any 
mistake or omission on the part of 
her advisers.” 


“STRANGE CONDUCT” 


The petitioner contested the King’s 
Proctor’s plea and raised the issues 
whether Miss Cuuston was the wo- 
‘man who presented herself for 
medical examination under that 
name, and whether she and Major 
Thompson had committed adultery. 


The Judge said that the two 
gynaccologists who had given certi- 
fieates to Miss Causton were unable 
to swear posftively ithat she was 

_the woman examined by them. 


He referred to the strange conduct 
of Major Thompson and Miss Cuuston 
in putting forward the doctors’ 
certificates and then withdrawing the 
defence. i 


“A REMARKABLE LETTER” 


Referring to “a remarkable letter” 
written by Major Thompson to his 
wife, the Judge remarked “it re- 
mains at its best a: monument of 
hypocrisy.” 


The Major uccepted In the end that 
the letter was inspired by motives 
that he had no money to defend the 
proceedings, that he wanted to keep 
Miss Causton’s name aut of the case, 
that he thought sn undefended casc 
would provide Ieast publicity, and 
that the letter provided a graceful 
way out. On the Major ‘the Judge 
vould place no relinnce. 


Having. welghed the probabilities, 
he found dhat Miss Causton was the 
woman who was examined’ by the 
doctors. 


He had no doubt that Miss Causton 
and Major Thompson slept together 
in twin beds,

MAN’S “STUPID” 
STATEMENT 


“wax In Hands Of 
Reckless Woman” 


“Reckless, determined, unprincipl- 
ed, gilb, and clever” were adjectives 
applied by Mr. Justice Langton in 
the London Divorce Court to a 
woman who had given evidence in 
a ease before bim. 

She is Mrs. Helen Elizabeth Maria 
Walcott, of Great College Street, 
London, and was a witness in a suit 
In which the King's Proctor had 
intervencd 1o show cause why 4 
decree nisi granted on November 20, 
1936, to Mr. Albert Edwin Turner, 
taxi-driver, of Paddington, should not 
be made ubsolute. 

When the decree was granted, 
Mr. Tumer sought the Court’s dis- 
cretion In respect of one act of 
adultery with Mrs. Walcott. 

The King’s Proctor’s case was that 
Mr. Turner and Mrs, Walcott tre- 
quently committed adultery at Fre- 
derick Street, Gray's Inn Road, 
London. 

LEFT HIS VIFE 

Mr. Turncr plended that by his 
statement he Intended to convey that 
he had committed adultery with only 
one woman. 

Mr. Justice Langton allowed the 
King's Proctor’s intervention, with 
costs, but sald that the decree granted 
to Mr. Turner would stand. 

On April 8, 1932, said the judge, 
Mr. Turner left his wife, and In May 
he went to live at Mrs. Wolcott's 
‘house, where he remained for about 
18 months. He now admitted that 
Mrs. Walcott and he committed 
adultery {requently, and said he was 
very sorry that he stated that it 
occurred on only one’ occasion. 

“QUITE UNPRINCIPLED " 

Referring to Mrs, Walcott, the 
judge sald: “I have scen her, and 
she is a glib and clever person. Mr. 
Turner Is as wax in the hands of a 
person Hike Mrs, Walcott.

Ten-year Plan To ‘Come 


Before League 


Geneva, May 15. 


Alfred E. Blanco, director of 
the Antl-Oplum Information Burcau, 
has called upon the League of Nations 
to halt all opfum smoking and enting 
throughout the world by 1948. 


Estimating that. 1,090 tons of opium 
are being S nsumicd this year, Mn 
Blanco declared in a press statement 
here that if the League would adopt 
this ten-year plan there would only 
be 200 tons of opium required ut the 
end of the decade. 


He sald that opium smokers this 
yenr are consuming 300 tons and 
oplum caters 500 tons, as compared 
to 200 tons devoted to medical and 
scientific requirements. 


“The ten-year plan that 1 have 
drawn up for the session of the 
Lengue’s Preparatory Committee on 
the Limitation of Poppy Cultivation, 
which opens on May 23, envisages an 
annual ten-per cent, reduction of 
illicit opium consumption. This 
gradual reduction to the zero point 
is to prevent dangerous shocks to 
addicts who, in many instances, would 
dic if deprived suddenly of their sup-

plics. 

“] estimate the medical and seien- 
tife requirements, however, to be 
fixed from year to year at an almost 
ktendy average of 290 tons annually,” 

Mr. Blanco admitted he was doubt- 
ful ns to the outcome of the session 
of the League's Preparatory. Com- 
mittee on the Limitation of Poppy 
Cultivation, which has been culled 
for May 23. He said, however, that 
he was counting on the United States, 
which will be represented at the 
meeting, to prevent it from being 9 
complete failure. 

“T am afraid that the avowed aim 
of this Preparatory Committee — to 
limit poppy cultivation will pinch the 
budgets of certain monopolistic gov- 
ernments," Mr, Blanco continued. 

“Some states derlve revenue from 
the land under poppy cultivation, 
from the persons licensed to retail 
gpium to licensed addicts. 

“This Implics huge direct financia? 
interests which would disappear with 
the suppression of the production 
and sale of opium for purposes other 
than medical and scientific. 

“Tt {his Preparatory Committee 
does fail, it will mean that there will 
not be another attempt to wipe out 
opium smoking and eating for years 
to come. 

“}t is an easy task if all govern- 
ments are sincere because it js quite 
impossible to cultivate bootleg 
poppies. You can’t hide a poppy 
fleld,"—United Press. 


Netherlands

The 38th Netherlunds Fair, which 


was held at Utrecht from March 
15 to 24, proved to be an important 
milestone in'the progress of this 
institution. 

Both as regards participation and 
number of visitors the fair broke all 
previous records; the number of 
participants for the first time execed- 
ed the figure of 2,000. 

The permanent fair buildings were 
again extended. A new hall for 
machinery was erected, which was 
officinily inaugurated by H. R. H. 
Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands 
ong subsequently named the Beatrix 

ail. : 

For the first time the technical 
character of the spring fairs, in 
contrast with the agricultural charac- 
ter of the autumn-fairs was more 
clently evident. This was due to the 
fact that the newly constructed hall 
for machinery gave an_ excellent 
opportunity to manufacturers and the 
metal industry to display both heavy 
engincering and other products. 

On the whole, participation show- 
ed an increase, A new section was 
established for printing machinery. 
The television demonstrations drew 
large attendances—never before had 
the public been able to see this 
invention. .

children. 

Thanks to careful organisation this 
Is easily accomplished, and Major H. 
H. Joseph, Command Educational 
Officer, has only to make telephone 
calls to secure the assistance of quali- 
fied Board of Education teachers. 

Working slong lines initiated by the 
civjlian education authorities in Eng- 
land, the Army has long striven to 
improve educatlonal and recreational, 
forilities, while particular’ care has 
been paid to the health of the child- 
ren.

Fanned 
by a south-east wind, huge fires binz- 
ed up in many parts of the city, 


Reseue work was practically im- 
possible on account of the quick suc- 
cession of the ratds. 


Seven bombs were dropped.on the 
French Catholic Church. <A: part of 
the chaptl was demolished and all 
windows smashed. Several buildings 
were also wrecked. A‘ child sccking 
shelter in the Church was killed and 
soven persons were wounded. 

Bombs were also dropped on the 
Hauchow Middlo School, the Hsuchow 
Normal School, the Hsuchow Girls 
Normal School, the office of the 
Hauchow Daily News, and the Pro- 
vincial Education Institute. Con- 
siderable damage resulted. Several 
missiles landed on hospitals. 

Heavy casualties were caused in 
the slum districts near the Sleeping 
Buddha Temple, where between 500 
and 600 houses wert sct afira by 
incendlary bombs. Many who were 
not killed by the bombs were burnt 
by the flro beyond recognition, 

The casualty list would have been 
higher, had not crowds of civilians 
fled to the suburbs when the air raid 
alarm was sounded. Returning to 
the city in the evening, they were 
stunned by the horrible sights. Many 
found their houses completely wreck- 
ed and all their posscasions gone 
while others discovered the ‘bodies 
of their relatives crushed under 
heaps of ruins.—Central News.

REFUGEE CAMPS 


In view of the inercasing 
activity of the Japanese Navy 
in South China waters and the 
resultant inerease in the influx 
of refugees to this Colony, 
already obviously over-crowded, 
it is time that the authorities 


considered ways and means of 
caring for this overflow from the 
Chinese frying pan lest it find 
itself in a Hongkong fire. This 
is not to suggest that any 
restrictions should be placed in 
the way of those who are seck- 
ing sanctuary on British soil, As 
far as space is concerned, there 
is plenty of that, and there is 
no reason to suppose that there 
are not adequate supplies of food 
available. But in the Colony 
itgelf—the settled, urban areas, 
that is—there is a limit to the 
number of refugees which can 
bo absorbed. Further attacks 
on South China ports may cause 
the Hongkong Government great 
embarrassment; for unless 
provision is made for the fleeing 
civilian population it may be 
necessary to check the influx. It 
is thme refugee camps were CB- 
tablished in the New Territories, 
more particularly in view of the 
danger of * epidemics being 
brought into Hongkong from the 
war zone.

WE wild birds are nesting so, like 
schoolboys again, tivo of ws went look- 
ing for some I had heard about. 


Within sight of a busy main road in 
‘the heart of Britain the comera man and 
vmysclf came across two of the rarer specicr 
“ sitting,” the heron and the almost extinet 
great crested grebe. 


The heronry is at Buscot Park, Berkshire, on 
the estate of Lord Faringdon. . 

There, a dozen habited nests madc of stout 
hedgcrow are lashed criss-cross sccurcly into 
the topriost boughs of tall willows and clms. 
Fewer than ten auch heronrica are left in Britain. 

For an hour we waited lying beside a long 
range six-foot camcra, more like an astrono- 
mer’s aky-penctrating telescope to look at. 

The male herons were away on far-distant 
fishing expeditions, It would be evening before 
they returned with the family meal. 

One matron poked her head up cvery now 
and then. Already baby herons had been 
hatched out under her. But, curiosity aroused, 
one by onc the others came off their nests, for 
an overhead inspection flight of the intruders far 
bclow. So came the camera man’s chance. 

But there waa no shifting the heron with her 
newly hatched litle ones nestling snugly under 
her wide folded wings. 

The haunt of the great crested grebe must be 
kept a closer sceret. Too few of thia shy, lovcly 
water bird are left to us. 

More than another hour the camera man 
waited in his “ hide "’ lesa than a dozen yards 
from the mud-plastered floating nest with its 
four precious eggs. 

Once the eggs are laid, the male grebe does 
the reat. He docs the sitting and hatching out. 

A kingfisher flashed past, a dazzling 
spectacle of heavenly blucs. 

Moving farther on we found, squatting on 
the sunny cdgcs of a woedland glade, wild 
acese nesting, and down a pretty lane a white 
peacock strutting and. preening before his lady 
love. And on another smaller sheet of water. 
close to Father Thames, a pair of black swans, 
their scarlet beaks flaming in the afternoon sun.

66ORTO appetite for brenkfast” in o 
common complaint of our 

hurrying age, and It is apt to be 

worse at this time of the year, 


Yet for actlve people, breakfast is 
a meal that should not be neglected, 
It need not be large, but a certain 
amount of nourishing food should be 
Included, This is particularly im- 
portant where growing boys and girls 
are concerned, 


Many of them are not fond of fried 
bacon ‘by Itsclf, but will eat it with 
attractive necompaniments. — Slices 
of apple or banana rolled in flour 
and sugar (or salt if preferred) can 
be fried In the fat and make a plea- 
sant change from fried bread, 
tomatocs, and. potatocs. Peas left 
over from dinner the day before are 
also very good fried in bacon fot. 


Bacon and prune rolls are a real 
novelty. Soak the prunes, cool:

of streaky bacon, Keep this in place 
with a cocktall stick or a uUny 
skewer; bake or grill the rolls, and 
serve them on toast.

The tactics of the enemy, accord- 
ing to the spokesman, are to draw the 
main force of the Chinese army to 
points along the Tlentsin-Pulow line 
and there engage it in a pitched 
battle. The Chinese however, have 
distributed strong units along all 
fronts, ond in south Shonst a 
vigorous counter-attack has begun. 

The spokesman believes the enemy 
command . is now experiencing 
shortage of manpower. 


Admits Position 


“Jt is thus clear,” he sald, “that 
although the situation along the 
Tientsin-Pukow railway front 1s 
tense, the Japanese army js at a great 
disadvantage when the war Js viewed 
dn its entirety. 


Even ff the Japanese objective, 
Hsuchow, were achieved, the officcr 
belicved the invaders would encounter 
even more difficulties than they had 
before os the co-ordination of Chinese 
mobile and guerilla operations would 
mean fresh disasters with the further 
advance of the Invaders. 


The officer pointed out that when 
the Japanese gained compicte control 
st the Tatung-Puchow Railway, un- 
informed quarters were greatly upset 
for fear the invaders might easily 
cross the Yellow River and cut the 
Lunghal Mne.

Constant Problem 


To the army cducational heads in 
Hongkong, the constant problem 3s 
the changing numerical strength of 
the schools. Exch trooping scason 
brings its changes, At the moment, 
there are three times as many child- 
ren being educated by the army in 
Hongkong compared with three years 
ago, but this ts quite ilkely to be 
altered after the next trooping. The 
primary cause of the big increase to- 
day ts that more troops atc now 
stationed in the Colony. Even 60 
certain fluctuations arc inevitable, and 
often the authorities find it necessary 
to employ temporary local teachers 
to deal with the influx of new 
children, 


Thanks to careful organisation this 
{s easily accomplished, and Major H. 
H. Joseph, Command Educational 
OMcer, hag only to make telephone 
calls to secure the-assistance of quali- 
fied Board of Education teachers, 

Working along lines initiated by the 
civilian education authorities in Eng- 
land, the Army hos long striven to 
{mprove educational and recreational 
facilities, while particular care has 
been paid.to the health of the child- 
ren. 


The children are encouraged to 
drink plenty of milk, and although 
there was o reluctance on the part of 
parents to endorse this following the 
dysentry outbreak that year, con- 
fidence in the health-giving proper- 
tices of milk‘ls returning, and a 
majority of military school children 
jn Hongkong now enjoy their mid- 
morning. glass. 


High Academic Standard 


The military authorities are proud 
of the excellent’ academic standard 


set in their schools, claiming that St! 


it as high as the best to be found jn 
the clementary schools in England. 
They do not pretend to teach second- 
ary schoo) curricula, but they give 
every encouragement to the more 
advanced students to sit for scholar- 
ships into secondary schools. 


Here, however, arises a very im- 
portant problem. With the constant 
shifting of troops and their families, 
too often it is found that by the time 
a promising student reaches England 
after being nbrond, he or she has 
missed a chance of winning a second- 
nry school scholarship owing to age 
imit or some other such impediment. 
This question is now being tackled 
by the War OMice, nnd recommenda- 
tions were recently sent to England 
by Major Jospch from Hongkong. 

In ony cnse.the Army does not start 
and stop its education with the 
children. Adult schools for the 
soldiers themselves ore ‘making for 
higher intelligence and acndemic 
ability among the troops, who are 
neouraged to study for examinations 
wh the ultimate oim of gaining pro- 
motion.

Geneva To 
End Opium 
Smoking 


Ten-year Plan To Come 
Before League 


Geneva, May 15. 

Mr. Alfred E. Blanco, director of 
the Anti-Opium Information Bureau, 
has called upon the League of Nations, 
to halt all oplum smoking and cating 
throughout the world by 1048. 

Estimating that 1,090 tons of opium 
are belng consumed this year, Mr. 
Blanco ‘declared in a press statement 
here that if the League would adopt 
this ten-year plan there would only 
be 290 tons of.oplum required at the 
end of the decade.: 

He sald that opium smokers this 
yeor are consuming 300 tons and 
opium eaters 600. tons, os compart 
to 200 tons devoted to medical an 
scientific’ requirements. 

“The ten-year plan that I have 
drawn up for the stssion of the 
Leogue’s Preparatory Committee on 
the Limitation of Poppy Cultivation, 
which opens on May 23, envisages an 
annual ten-per cent. reduction of 
illicit opium consumption. This 
gradut) reduction to the zero point 
is to prevent dangerous shocks to 
addicts who, in many instances, would 
dic {f deprived: suddenly of their sup- 


piles, 

“I estimate the medical and scien- 
tifle requirements, however, to be 
fixed from year to year at an almost 
steady average of 290 tons annually.” 

Mr. Blanco admitted he was doubt- 
ful as to the outcome of the session 
of the League’s Preparatory Com- 
{mittee on the Limitation of Poppy 
Cultivation, which has been calied 
for May 23. He suid, however, that 
‘he was counting on the United States, 
which will be represented at the 
meeting, to prevent it from being a 
complete failure, 

“Y am afraid that the avowed alm 
of this Preparatory Committee to 
Umlt Poppy cultivation will pinch the 
budgets of certain monopolistic gov- 
ernments,” Mr, Blanco continued, 

“Some states derive revenue from 
the land under poppy cultivation, 
from. the persons licensed to retail 
opium to licensed nddicts, 

“This implics huge direct financial 
interests which would disappear with 
the. suppression of the production 
and sale of opium for purposes other 
than medical and scientific, 

“If ‘this Preparatory Committee 
does fall, Jt will mean that there will 
not be another attempt to wipe out 
opium smoking and cating for years 
to come. é

REFUGEE CAMPS 


In view of the increasing 
activity of the Japanese Navy 
in South China waters and the 
resultant increase in the influx 
of. refugees to this Colony, 
already obviously over-crowded, 
it is time that the authorities 
considered ways and means of 


caring for this overflow from the 
Chinese frying pan lest ‘it find 
itself in a Hongkong fire. This 
js not to suggest that any 
restrictions should be placed in 
the way of those who are seek- 
ing sanctuary on British soil. As 
far as space is concerned, there 
ig plenty of .that, and there is 
no reason to suppose that there 
are not adequate supplies of food 
available. But in tho Colony 
itself—the settled, urban areas, 
that is—there is a limit to the 
number of refugees which can 
be absorbed. Further attacks 
on South China ports may cause 
the Hongkong Government great 
embarrassment; for unless 
provision is made for the flecing 
civilian population it may be 
necessary to check the influx. It 
ig time refugee camps were e¢s8- 
tablished in the New Territories, 
more particularly in view of the 
danger:: of epidemics being 
brought into Hongkong from the 
war zone.

I have known of many 
offenders driven mad by .this 
sheer relentlessness of island 
imprisonment. 


- The French penal settlement 
of Devil’s Isle is 2 case in point: 
crooks in their efforts to escape 
will risk horrible death by thirst, 
drowning, sharks or barracoutas, 
fish even more, deadly than 
sharks. . 


But the conditions existent in 
Devil’s Isle are a commonplace 
to-day; and, as'the guards suffer 

from the dreary apathy 
engendered by the surroundings, 
it may be that the rules of life 
there are not so strict and 
heartless as fiction writers 
sometimes try to make out, for 
if the crook suffers, so does the 
guard. 


One of the lesser-known, but 
more drastic, ‘island penal 
colonies is Fernando Noronha, 
off the Brazilian coast;.a place 
of detention for Brazilian pri- 
soners of all orders—political 
well as criminal. . 

I was once associated with an 
old shipmate in an expedition to 
rescue a notorious malefactor, 


from the island.

WE wild birds are neating 80, like * 


schoolboys again, two of us went look- 
ing for some I had heard about. | 


Within sight of a busy main road in. 
the heart of Britain the comera man and 
myself came across two of the rarer species 
“sitting,” the heron and. the almost extinet 
great crexted grebe. 


The heronry is at Buscot Park, Berkshire, on 
the estate of Lord Faringdon. 

There, a dozen habited nests made of stout 
hedgerow are lashed criss-cross eccurcly into 
the topmost boughs of tall willows and elma. 
Fewer than ten such heronrics are left jn Britain. 

For an hour we waited lying beside a long 
range six-foot camera, morc like an astrono- 
mer’s shy-penetrating telescope to look at. 

The male herons were away on far-distant 
fishing expeditions. It would be evening before 
they returned with the family meal, 


One matron poked her head up cocry now ui 


and then. Already baby herons had been 
hatched out under her. But, curiosity aroused, 
one by one the othera came off their nests for 
an overhead inspection flight of the intruders far 
below. So came the camera man's chance. 

But there waa no shifting the heron with her 
newly hatched litle onca nestling snugly under 
her wide folded wings. 

The haunt of the great crested grebe must be 
kepta closer sccrct, Too few of this shy, lovely 
water bird are Icft to us, 

More than another hour the camera man 
waited in his "' hide’ leas than a dozen yards 
from the mud-plastercd floating nest with its 
four precioua eggs. 


Once the eggs are laid, the male grebe docs fag 


the rest. He does the sitting and hatching out. 
A kingfisher flashed past, a dazzling 
spectacle of heavenly bluca. : 
Moving farther on we found, squatting on 
the sunny’ edges of a woodland glade, wild 
geese nesting, and down a pretty lane a while 
peacock strutting and preening before his lady 
love. And on another smaller sheet of water. 
close to. Father Thames, a pair of black swans, 
their scarlet beaks flaming in the afternoon aun.
